caused the local buyers to become 
more active and several are riding 
in thin vicinity and other sections 
of tho state In quest of the weed nico- 
tlana, and more 
sales have been 


made by the tobacco farmers tUan 
for several weeks past. 
Buyers are 


looking for the best crops and when 
they find them they weem willing to 
pay a good price for thorn. 
In fact 


tho prices paid for the best grades 
nro a shade bettor than were paid sev< 
cral years ago. 


But It should b«> borne In mind that 


there Is a considerable quantity of 
short, thick tobacco, that Is not bind 
r tobacco and Is not even fit for ex- 
port stuff, on account of Its being so 
short. 
Export grades that command 


the highest prices abroad are of good 
lengths, above 20 Inches. 
Anything 


shorter than that soils at a low price 
Across tho .ocoan and In this country 
is converted Into strip stock, unless 
of good quality. 


All tobacco under twenty Inches in 


length Is not sold for export, or used 
for strip stock, as'some of It Is thin- 


In toxture nnd of good 
substance. 


This Is used for binder purposes. But 
considerable of tho tobacco grown 
In this state In 1901 Is not only short 
but Is thick In texture and dead as to 
substance, caused by the adverse cir- 
cumstances under which the tobacco 
grew. 


This Is unfortunate for many of our 


farmers, but no one Is to blame but 
I he weather man. 
These poor grades 


•will never bring a good price for any 
purpose. • The demand for old goods 
Is active, but sales are limited, owing 
to thcs hortagc of goods for sale. 


Work around the warehouses 
Is 


moving along slowly, only a few as- 
eortlng rooms being In operation. Goo. 
H. numrlll and Fisher & Fisher start- 
ed their assorting rooms this week 
nnd there nro about 300 persons em- 
ployed In all the assorting • rooms.

rule. 


Each farmer should have such 'know- 
ledge about fitting Immes and collars 
as to not havo any sore shoulders 
when tho hard spring work comes. 
The fact that this can be done Is evi- 
denced when we note that some far- 
mers never have horsos with sore 
shoulders and other farmers seldom 
havo horses from from them 
when 


there Is any hard work to do. Now 
1s the time to get ready for spring 
work by fitting the collors and hames 
Tho collar sliould fit tho horse and 
1hc hamc should fit the collar.

Twenty or more years ago I trans- 


planted some walnut trees. I had j 
n nursery row of them from the mils! 
and the next year I -planted several, 
of them.
